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PEDDLERS AND SEWERS AND "FOWL 
PRODUCE SHARE COUNCIL ATTENTION 


Warren borough’s council passed 
ordinances Monday night that stop 
peddlers and street merchandisers 
from doing business in this commun­ 
ity, and learned that its sewers are 
adequate to serve fringe neighbors if 
storm waters are removed, The 
street merchandising law is all- 
inclusive, applying to men, women, 
and neuters. 
An ordinance was passed which 
makes it illegal to sell from house 
to house.'It does not stop charitable 
solicitations but it does prohibit 
the sale of any kind of merchan­ 
dise for charity. It affects brush 
salesmen, bakeries, tea compan­ 
ies, and all who sell at the door. 
Property owners are protected 
from visitors who are peddling or 
selling without the invitation of the 
property owner. It is called the 
Green River law and has been up­ 
held by every court, including the 
supreme court. It is based on the 
premise that a householder is en­ 
titled to privacy. 
Under the law farmers are al­ 
lowed to sell their produce if it is 
raised on their own land. This ap­ 
plies also to small truck farmers. 
They also may sell animals or 
poultry raised on their property. 
The phrasing “ fowl produce” was 
removed for phonetic reasons. 
Another ordinance passed pro­ 
hibits the sale of merchandise on 
the sidewalks or streets of Warren. 
Its language includes men, women, 
and neuters. 
When asked, “ What does it do to 
arbutus in the spring?” the answer 
; came back, “ It will growl” Council 
was really sharp this week. If this 
keeps up WNAE should be able to 
sell commercials and Jack Benny 
will have a new rating. 
The peddling ordinance provides 
a fine of $50 or thirty days. The 


street merchandising ordinance also 
has a fine reaching the $50 mark and 
a five-day sentence. And each day’s 
violation is a separate offense.

Sewage Plans 


BEVERLY JOHNSON, a former

Councilman James F r a n t z an­ 
nounced that the Warren Borough 
Sanitary Authority may advertise 
for bids on the sewage plant the 
latter part of this month. He said 
the Authority has contacted the War­ 
ren Water Company and that it is 
possible the Company will collect 
the sewage rental with the water 
bills. 
He referred to a report recently 
made by the borough engineer con­ 
cerning a survey of Warren sewers. 
This report reveals that the system 
was planned to accommodate the 
community’s growth and will ser­ 
vice thirty thousand residents. For 
this reason the council may be asked 
to rescind its resolution which pro­ 
hibits fringe residents from hooking 
onto the borough sewers. 
Most of these people live on streets 
above Warren and their septic tanks 
are very apt to leak into underground 
channels that flow into Warren. In­ 
asmuch as Warren can service them 
it seems impractical not to do so. 
They will pay sewage rentals the 
same as borough residents and in 
any situation where the present 
sewers will not handle the extra 
volume they will be charged for 
the necessary changes. 
The report suggested that the 
sewers in the area which will house 
the proposed new Warren area high 
school can handle the school volume. 
Metering would be i n s t a l l e d to 
charge the school, and a heavier 
pipe might be installed from Di­ 
vision to Jackson to control the 
added pressure. 
We believe, however, that the op­ 
timistic estimate will not apply to 
many areas unless storm sewers are 
installed to remove this flow from 
the sanitary sewers. This also will 
reduce the construction and opera­ 
tion cost of the actual plant.

CIVIL RIGHTS SLANTS 
The many incidents that occur in 
the continuing battle for civil liber­ 
ties now are receiving more atten­ 
tion than usual because of the civil 
'rights bill which is being considered 
by Washington officials. One of the 
most outstanding weaknesses of our 
congressional customs has been pin­ 
pointed by the civil rights vote 
Some have wondered why a few 
western 
representatives 
v o t e d 
against the bill. They didn’t know that 
these officials had made a trade. If 
some southern congressmen would 
vote with them in the Hell’s Canyon 
fight they would cooperate with the 
Southerners on the civil rights bill. 
This is trade-voting and log-rolling 
of the worst kind, and certainly dem­ 
ocracy at its worst. 
* 
In Indiana the Civil Liberties 
Union was denied the right to meet 
in the main library. Hie school board 
voted against the permission. But the 
board reversed itself in a hurry 
when the newspaper and the Cath­ 
olic Record got on the subject. The 
paper suggested that the school 
board members attend the meeting 
themselves. “ It is high time the 
School Board, too, learned a little 
about civil rights,’’ wrote the edi­ 
tor. 
The Catholic Record offered some 
interesting slants in opposing the 
board’s action. “ What a sad state 
of affairs when reputable citizens 
find it difficult to obtain facilities 
for open discussion simply because 
they are concerning themselves with 
protection--not of popular causes— 
but of the civil rights and liberties 
of unpopular people,’’ the editorial 
commented. 
The Record then reminded Cath­ 
olics that the country is full of mi­ 
norities—“ we are one of them” . It, 
said that “ some Catholics appar­ 
ently would prefer to find security 
in the approving smile of the Amer­ 
ican Legion.’’ 
But, 
the editorial 
pointed out, “ if Catholicism should 
ever become highly unpopular again 
in the United States . . . we wonder 
what the American Legion and var-

ious timid public officials would do 
about renting us a hall. We would 
like to see the Civil Liberties Union 
around then.’ ’ 
* 
Then there was the owner of a 
Carolina store who was asked to 
make an experiment to see how 
really prejudiced people were. He 
was induced by Harry Golden, edi­ 
tor of the Carolina Israelite, to shut 
off the store's “ white” water foun­ 
tain and put up an “ out of order” 
sign. 
The store owner followed the sug­ 
gestion and the whites drank from the 
fountain labeled “ Colored” with no 
harm and no hesitancy. 
It seems to us that if these south­ 
ern people really believe in civil 
rights, as they so loudly proclaim, 
they were denying the colored people 
the privacy of their fountain and were 
not choosy when segregation facili­ 
ties mechanically broke down. 
Their prejudice proved very thin 
when they were thirsty. 
• 


But let’s not look down our north­ 
ern noses at Carolina. The Civil 
Rights bill, and others that must 
follow, apply to situations above the 
Mason-Dixie line also. In Cleveland 
a local union attempts to prevent 
negroes from obtaining municipal 
jobs by refusing them union cards. 
National officials have ordered the 
policy stopped, and the city govern­ 
ment has made it easier for appli­ 
cants to enter the trade school. Stu­ 
dents now may be admitted before 
joining a union. Thus the union can­ 


not keep them out of trade school 
by refusal of a card. 
* 


Meanwhile, the human rights of 
Marine recruits is receiving some 
close attention. A survey of 124 ex- 
Marines stationed at the P arris 
Island base from January I to May 
I, 1956, revealed that a vast m ajor­ 
ity of them had seen maltreatment 
at the hands of drill instructors, 
including daily hitting and kicking. 
The hitting was done with hands, 
fists, and swagger sticks'. 
Other mistreatment included dry 
shaving with rusty blades and smok­ 
ing with blanket wrapped around the 
head. 
The Constitution provides 
that 
people shall be secure in their per­ 
sons and not be deprived of their 
liberty without due process of law, 
and there are federal statutes which 
make it a crime to assault persons 
on a military post. 
• 
And in Washington we find a 
“ sleeper” bill which would take an­ 
other snipe at press freedom. This 
is HR 7910 which was supposed to 
be a rather innocent jaw dealing 
with dead letters. 
But it was amended and interested 
groups were not given a chance to be 
heard. Interested groups would be 
all of your newspapers, and conse­ 
quently all of your citizenry.

would 
make 
second class mail rates available to 
“ controlled” 
circulation newspa­ 
pers and magazines (throwaways).

COST OF MILK 
The price of milk has come in for 
much discussion at various times 
and has been very much mixed up 
with politics, especially in the last 
state election when someDemocrats 
talked of lowering the price to the 
consumer. It often has been claimed 
that the big money goes to the pro­ 
cessor, leaving the farm er holding 
the (would it be delicate to say bag?). 
According to a recent study made 
in Dauphin county the average p ro­ 
duction on eight farms in that area 
was 8,442 pounds per cow. The av­ 
erage feed costs per cow was $199, 
average labor cost, $121, and av­ 
erage miscellaneous cost per cow, 
$122. It came out at a cost of $5.23 
per cwt. 
On sm aller farms the labor costs 
ran as high as $215 per cow. Labor 
costs on the larger farms were as 
low as $100 per cow. Mechanized 
equipment plays a major part in this 
difference. 
It was estimated that the average 
100-acre farm required an invest­ 
ment of $15,000 in equipment. For 
the 200-acre farm the increased 
cost of equipment was negligible. 
There is one little weakness to 
this report which we believe does 
not do the farm er justice. Labor 
costs were placed at 85 cents an 
hour. Family labor was placed at 
70 cents an hour. And the farm er's 
own personal labor was placed at 
$1 an hour. How would one of you 
boys in the machine shop like to do 
chores for that money? 
Now if you knew how much of the 
milk price you pay goes to the farm ­ 
e r you would have fuel for your 
scratch pad. 
* * * 
Meanwhile, 
you can find proof 
that the farm er is not away ahead 
of the game. But he apparently is a 
good 
risk. 
Pennsylvania 
banks 
loaned the farm er $146 million in 
1956, This is ten millionhigherthan 
1955. 
At the same time, Pennsylvania 
farm ers borrowed over $22 million 
from federal land banks, nearly ten 
million from insurance companies 
about $16 million from production 
credit associations, and over $15

The horse 
walked into a barn pillar. He looked 
the post over and walked into it 
again. 


We suggested he must be blind 
but the attendant said he could see 
very well. In fact, when we got out 
of town we better hold him on the 
road because he was apt to head for 
the nearest pasture. 
We tried backing the steed, and 
also pulled on the reins. He walked 
into the post. 
That did it! We got off! 
Then up stepped the gentelman 
from the C lass of 1927. “ ITI ride 
■him!'’ said he. And he did, halfway 
to the door. Then the animal saw day 
light. It was long before jets but this 
h orse was 
p rogressive. He 
went 
away from there, with ‘27 flopping 
both elbows and feet fanned to the 
b reeze. 
And that was the last we rem em 
ber Old '27. The horse cam e back, 
but they told us that ’27 got tied up 
in a housewife's wash in a Bemus 
backyard. 
A fter thirty years we at last had 
our chance to thank the man. No one

on all types of questions from an 
increase in tram rates to placing 
new windows in the cathedral) and 
that the women do not have time to 
consider these questions carefully 
and also run a good home. Profes­ 
sional women are definitely a minor­ 
ity and the concept of a career 
woman is virtually unknown. 
The art of homemaking is the 
supreme seal of womanhood in Swit­ 
zerland. Every girl must attend a 
homemaking school. Each S w i s s 
housewife prides herself on the sup­ 
ply of monogrammed linens she had 
embroidered as a girl (even dish­ 
towels have her monogram), the 
spotless cleanliness of her home, 
and the tidiness of her children. One 
often finds a young maid-of-all-work 
in the Swiss household. Indeed, some 
German-Swiss families still send 
their 
daughters 
to the French- 
speaking sections to work in a home 
and learn humility as well as the art 
of homemaking. 
The housewife’s lot is not an easy 
one ^Switzerland. Most women con­ 
sider as luxuries some of the a r ­ 
ticles American women think they 
could not live without. Very few 
homes have washing machines and 
hot running water is common only in 
the larger cities. In many of the 
smaller villages the women still 
congregate at the village fountain or 
a nearby lake or stream to wash. 
The refrigerator, if there is one in 
the home, is about two feet square. 
However, one does not need a larger 
one for Swiss women make frequent 
trips to the shops. They admit the 
reason several trips made during the 
day is purely social. There are no 
supermarkets even in the larger 
cities, though one chain store, Mi- 
gras, can be found in most towns 
and prices are generally cheaper 
there. Some Swiss boycott these 
stores completely because they fear 
the disappearance of the smaller 
shops. 
Shopping in Switzerland is de­ 
lightful. First, one must be equipped 
with a basket or a very ingenious 
string bag, whose space seems in­ 
finite 
and shape most variable. 
These are necessary, for Swiss 
shopkeepers do not furnish paper 
sacks with their merchandise. With 
such a bag one goes from cheese 
shop to butcher, to fruit vendor, to 
bakery (filled with fascinating little 
pastries and long loaves of bread), 
and often to a flower stall, for Swiss 
homes are filled with cut flowers in 
the rooms and flower boxes at most 
every window. Freezing compart­ 
ments are unnecessary for there is 
little frozen food and, though most 
shops 
carry 
canned 
goods, 
the 
Swiss housewife does not use these 
frequently. 
The Swiss mother is not involved 
in club projects and meetings for 
such do not exist. It is quite hard 
for a Swiss woman to understand 
this phase of our life. She spends 
her time tending her home, taking 
daily walks with her children, often 
stopping at one of the numerous 
sidewalk cafes for tea and cakes, 
and going, when available, once a 
week to gymnastic classes, for the
